HE 25th of laft Month, the King re- 

ceiv'd by the Chevalier de Maulevrier 

the firft News, and the 28th by the 

Sieur de Conches the chief Particulars, 

of the Victory won by the Duke of 
Vendome at Calcinato. The Army drew together 
the 18th at Caftigiione, and march’d at Midnight 
towards the Canal that goes from Lonato to Monte- 
chiaro. The 19th at the ift Peep of Day the Duke 
of Vendome caus’d a Guard of 50 Horfe tobe art- 
tack’d, and they were oblig’d to repafs thar Canal. 
A Dragoon that was taken Yrifouerinform’d him, that 
the Enemy,co the number of 3000 Horle and 11000 
Foor, were encamp'’d wirh their Rigat at Monte- 
chiaro and their 2: and thai they had 
ne fate igence cf cis Match, The Poit they were 
in being cores by fevera! Canals and Di ches, he 
refolv’d to advance to Ponte di San Marco on ihe 
Chiefe, to cur chem off from che Road of Gavardo, 
and figac chem ona lefs difadvantagious Ground. 
To that End, he left 100 Foot near tne Enemy’s 
Left, with whom thofe Foot skirmith’d above an 
Hour to amufe them. In the mean time he caus’d 
his Troops to pafs the Canal with ail Expedition, 
and alfo to pafs in feveral Places a Ditch full of Wa- 
ter, to enter the Plain. But the Sun being rifen, the 
Enemy perceiv'd that 260 Horfe were advancing tf? 
pofiefs themfelves of a large rifing Ground adjoyning 
to the Townot Calcinato ; and immediarely they 


-caus'd all their Herfe to march, and draw up in Bat- 


tallia on that rifing Ground. In the mean time, 
feeing moft of the Foor, 2 Brigades of Horfe, and 
the 5 Regiments of Dragoons had pafs’d the Canal, 
the Duke of Vendome refolv’d to attack the Enemy 
and not give time to their Infantry that were at Mon- 
techiaro 3 Leagues from thence to come up. So he 


‘caus'd the Troops to pafs the Ditch and advance : 
‘Which was done with that Diligence, that in lefs 


than an Hour they were in Batrallia at the Fuot of 
the rifing Ground, and within Piftol-thot of the Ene- 
my, in 2 Lines of Horfe and 2 of Foot: In that In- 
‘ftant of Time 8 of the Enemy’s Batra!lions arriv'd, 
and pofted themfelves by their Horfe : Which deter- 
min’d the Duke of Vendome, that the reft might 
not have time to joyn them, to attack them without 
waiting for the teft of his Army. The Troops 
mov'd up with extraordinary Fiercenefs, and yet in 
very great Order, norwithftanding they were oblig’d 
bs 3 Ditches, to divide and form themfelves anew 3 
Times. They receiv'd the Enemy's Difcharge with- 


in holf Piftol thot, without firing one Shor, as 


‘Duke of Vendome had order'd them, and charg’d 
the Enemy with their Bayonets in the Muzzles of 
their Pieces, in fuch a manner, that their Infantry 
was broken with part of their Horfe. The Brigade 
of the Collonel General, commanded by the Sieur 
de Capy Brigadier, and by the Count de Chateau 
Morand, mounred the rifirg Ground in a Place 
where the Afcent was very difficult, and defeated all 
the Right Wing of their Horfe. Our Foot was fup- 
ported very clofely by the Dragoons commanded by 
the Sieur des Rofeaux and the Marquis du Heron, 
who receivid a Mufquer-fhor through the Body at 
the End of the Action, in charging the Enemy’s 
Foot as they were drawing off. The Marquis de 
St. Germain-Beaupre, and the Marquis de Belabre, 
were likewife wounded after they had diftinguifh’d 
themfelves eminently, as were alfo the Marquis de 


Rellifle, Count Scipio Bofelli, and the Sieur de Co- 


cole who commanded the Regiment of Verac. The 
Count de Medavy who commanded the Right of the 
1ft Line, caufing the Brigade of Limofin to attack 
the Enemy in Flank, they made a great flaughter a- 
mong them: Which contributed very much to the 
winning of the Battle. Some Squadrons that were 
order'd to attack the Enemy inthe Rear of their 
Left, were charg'd by 500 Horfe who put them into 
Diforder: But ia was foon remedied by fome Squa- 
drons that the Duke of Vendome {ent thither and 
by the Brigade of Perche, which made the Enemy 
fly towards Ponte di San Marco. The Horfe pur- 
fued them fo ciofe, that General Falkenftein was 
taken, and no 60 Men of that Party efcap'd. Thus 
things ftood when the Chevalier de Maulevrier came 
awa). The Enemy were ftil poffeis’d of Calcinato, 
and had Intrenchments at the End of the Bridge, by 
Favour of which their Troops pafs'd the Chiefe, and 
retir’d towards Rezzato. The Duke of Vendome 
order’d Count Albergorti, with all the Horfe and part 
of the Foot, to joyn the Marquis de Murfay, and 
the Chevalier de Broglio, and pafs the Ponie di San 
Marco, to endeavour to cut off the flying Enemy. 
Atthe fame time he order’d the Baron d’ Eftrick, 
with the Brigade of Grancey, to attack fome Houfes 
of Calcinato: Which he did with fuch Vigour, that 
heat only carried thofe Houfes very quickly, but 
al{é’ the whole Village and the Caftle. Thus the 
Duke of Vendome being Mafter of the Bridge of 
Calcinato, he caus'd the Troops to pafs the River 
there, while the reft of the Army pafs’d at Ponte di 
San Marco. The Brigade of Vendome, which was 
the firft that pafs’d there, poffefs'd themfelves of 
fome Houfes on the further fide of the River ; but 
foon after, were furrounded by the Enemy that had 
pafsid at the Bridge of Calcinato and at feveral 
Fords, fo that they were oblig’d to retire. A Cap- 
tain and 50 Men were taken ; but were foon freed 
by Count Albergotti, who defeated almoft all the re- 
maining part of the Enemy’s Foor, following them 
to Rezzato notwithftanding the Ground was very 
incommodious for fuch a Purfuir. In this laft Action, 
in which the Count de Biffy, the Marquis d’ Eftra- 
des, my L. Galmoy, and the Sieur Forfat, acted very 
bravely, not being able to come up fooner with the 
Troops they commanded, the Enemy loft above 
2500 Men kill’d or taken. Thus ended the Battle 
of Calcinato, in which the Imperialifts had above 
3000 Men kill’d, and alike Number taken Prifoners ; 
there were alfo taken from them 6 Cannon, a great 
deal of Baggage, above 1000 Horfes, 24 Colours, 
and 12 Standards: With no more Lofs of the 
King’s Troops, than of 500 Men kill’d or wounded. 
The. Conduct and Intrepidity of the General Officers, 
the Field Officers and Subalterns, nor the Ardour and 
Valour of the Troops, cannot fufficiently be prais’d. 
The Artillery was well ferv’d likewife, and annoy’d 
the Enemy extremely. The Duke of Vendome 
was to march the 22d towares Salo, and hop’d to 
arrive there the 24th, to endeavour to take it, drive 
the Imperialifts out of the Breffan, and make them 
repafs the Mountains.
